‘Churchill, the meeting point of 
proposed rail and stcamer routes, 
is situnted on the west coast of 
Hudson Bay, about a hundred miles 
south of the Muanitoba-Keewatin 
boundary, so that any development 
of a route through it will¢*be re- 
fected on Chesterficld and ‘other 
comparatively close harbours of 
Keewatin mainland and the falands 
of Hudson Bay. 

The big bulk of traffic in the 
territories centres at present on 
the Mackenzie district and the 
greater part is by an intand rail- 
and-water route, of which the city 
of Edmonton, Alberta, 
said to be the ‘southern terminus. 
In the development of the northern 
part of the Great Plains of 
Western Canada it is not unreason- 
able to, expect that the steady 
northward progress of railway con- 
struction will carry the end of 
steel within a few years from 
Alberta to some point or points 
well within the Mackenzie. district. 
This- route, when more fully de- 
veloped, is likely to control all 
traffic’ to and from Mackenzie dis- 
trict and adjoining territory. 

The Hudson Bay Railway haa 
brought Churehil] to within three 
days of Winnipeg. From Churchill 
it will be possible to reach Chester- 
field by coastal vessel in a couple 
of days, so that the heart of 
Keewatin district will be fairly 
readily accessible. from interior 
Canadian cities.

HUBBY’S REVENGE. 


WIFE DIES: DOCTOR CAST INTO 
PRISON! 


Tsangchow, Noy. 10. 

Recently a Hankow paper pub- 
ished an article regarding the 
outrageous treatmont of a Chin- 
ese modern-trained doctor In ‘Ku- 
Ung, at the hatds of a powerful 
ex-militarist, who has a foreign 
house at the Kiangs! Summer re- 
goit. 

The unfortunate. doctor, Teng 
Ching-san, is a Northerner, hnil-| 
ing from Yenshan in Chihli, and 
received his training in Tainan. 
He passed his medical course with 
eredit and for some ten years he 
served with distinction in the 
Mission Hospital at Kuling. 

On August 28 the doctor was 
summoned to attend the wife of 
an ex-military officer, Mr. Peng 
Wu-yang. He discovered that the 
woman was suffering from diph- 
therla. 

He informed her husband that 
he proposed to inject antl-toxin, 
and received the lntter’s consent 
ts do so, but the remedy was of 
no avail and the patient died soon 
after. (Most probably Dr. Teng 
had been called in too late.) 

Thereupon Mr, Peng flew into x 
great ‘rage, violently attacked the 
doctor and kept him a prisoner in/ 
the house for several hours, as- 
eerting that he had killed the 
woman. 

Arrested and Imprisoned, 


He threatened to have him ar- 
rested and sent to the police quar- 
ters at Lushan on the mountain 
but did not at once carry out his 
intention. However, on Septem- 
ver 23, at the instigation of Mr. 
Peng, the: mayor of Kiukiang 
crdered Dr. Teng -to bo arrested 
and lodged in the police headquar- 
ters in-that city. No one dared 
tu protest ngainst this illegal ac- 
tion, in view cf. Mr. Peng’s influ- 
ence in the netrhbourhood. 

At first he was determined to 
send ‘the doctor to Nanchang, the 
provincial capital, but fortunately 
Dr. Liu Jui-heny, the Minister of. 
Health in Nanking, who had inter- 
ested himself in the case, sent 
several messages to the ‘provincial 
chairman,” demanding that Dr. 
Teng should be removed from the 
police quarters. to the “Fa Yuan" 
in Kiukiang and be tried there by. 
the proper authority, :

Local friends in Kiuklang and Ku- 


lng went surely for the dactor 


and, after the payment of $900, 
he was allowed out on bail, 
Officials Browbeating. 

On October 24 Mr, Peng went 
to‘the “Fa Yuan" and made 
great disturbance, brawbeating 
the officials, who, in consequence 
of his threatening attitude, order- 
ed the unhappy medico to be once 
roore imprisoned, 

By the end of last month: no- 
thing had been done to release 
hind.’ The ‘trial had not taken 
place and his friends are greatly 
concerned at the weak attitude of 
the local officiala. 

Although — further telegrams 
have been dispatched from influ: 
ential people interested in” Dr. 
Teng, the Kiukiang law officers 
still appear unwilling to try him 
according to the established legal 
procedure. 

Outrageous Demands, 

Friends have been working hard 
to settle the case out of court, 
but Mr. Peng is making the most 
extravagant and {impossible de- 
mands. -He insist that Dr, Teng’s 
medical diploma be cancelled and 
that he should be paraded 
through the strects of Kiukiang 
with details of his “crime,” set 
forth on his person like a com- 
mon criminal. . 

Moreover’ the police. must pub- 
iish the doctor’s photo in the 
focal newspapers and he ‘himself 
make an ample apology to the im- 
placable husband. Finally, whe 
must be deprived of all hia pro- 
perty,. leave’ Kuling immediately, 
and never. practise medicine 
again,

So “devoted is Philby to’ the 
Hedjaz that he is capable, 
claimed, of oven acting’ against 
Britain. Among the other feats 
accredited to this super-agent are 
the nomination of Damaa, son of 
Ibn Saud, as ruler of Arabia, tho 
dise{plining of the King of Yemen 
when the latter refused to: admit 
British subjects, and the skilful 
nursing of the Hedjaz with a view 
to future exploitation iby Britain

MAILS ON FOREIGN 
SHIPS, 


An All-British Service 
to East Africa. 


CONTINENTAL SUBSIDIES. 


The. question of a direct all- 
British mail service between Great 
Britain and East Africa was con- 
sidered by the East and’ South 
African Sections of the London 
Chamber of Commerce: Major Sir 
E. Humphrey Leggett, D.S.0. 
(chairman of the East African 
Section), presided. 

Sir Sydney Henn, K.B.E. (chair- 
man of the Tanganyika Railway 
Commission) gave an address on 
transport problems in that’ country. 


‘| This showed that the day waa com- 


ing when -road transport would 
take the place of railways. There 
were too many ports in Enst 
Africa, and that was to ‘the detri- 
ment of coastal cand passenger 
services. 


Major Walsh submitted ao 
memorandum on East African mail 
-| gervices,urging the British Gov- 
ernment to arrange an agreement 
with a British steamship company: 
to establish o direet fortnightly 
service. He sald:—~ 

“The question of a direct all- 
British mail service between Great 
Britain and East Africa was raised 
ag far back as 1900-1902 when the 
committee on shipping subsidies 
reported in favour of a, subsidised ; 
British line. It was apparently 
felt at.that time, however, that the |® 
volume of trade, of East Africa, 
outwards and. homewards, did not 
warrant the large expenditure of 
money which would be required to 
subsidise a British mail service. 


‘This, it was subsequently ascer- 


tained, would have amounted to 
£80,000, no.British shipping com- 
pany then being prepared to make 
‘At that 
time Germany: was subsidising the 
German East, Afriea Line to the 
extent of £46,000. In the opinion 
of the East African section of the 
London Chamber of Commerce the 
subject should now be reconsider- 
ed by His Majesty’s Government in 
the light of'the rapid commercial 
and industrial advance ‘of the East 
African group of territories during 
recent years.

anteed” regularity of: 
‘whereas a mail contract would 
provide for a specified schedule of 
‘arrivals ~. and departures. ' The’ 
Frajeh and Japanese mail services 
ast Africa are already sub- 
Tee and to that extent British 
Interests are prejudiced.’ Japan in’ 
particular doubtkess finds the ‘re- 
Nability of a regular mail service 
of considerable adyantage to her 
in the efforts which she is making 
to secure the trade of the East 
African group of territories in cot- 
ton and cotton plece goods. 

A particular weakness in. the 
chain of communication to which 
the section desire to draw atten- 
tion relates to the absence of any 
pre-determined arrangement for 
the oncarrying of the mails from 
Mombasa, The uncertainty of this 
service and the delays which reault 
have been the cause of consider- 
able inconvenience’to traders hav- 
ing business connections with 
other East African ports. Much 
dissatisfaction has been: expressed 
in Tanganyika at the unreliability 
of the mails to ports -in' that ter- 
ritory, and the section feel that 
the present service is not com- 
mensurate with ‘the important 
economic advancement which 
Tanganyika has made since the 
war. i 


Homeward Service. 


The homeward mail service from 
East Africa is much legs. satisfac- 


‘tory than tho outward service, and 


complaints of delays are frequent- 
ly made ‘by British: houses on this 
side, The section recognise that 
there can be no guarantee of re- 
gularity- of service under: the, pre- 
sent ‘ayatem,- add; in’ view of the 
importance of ths” continued de- 
velopment of British interests in 
East Africa, they respectfully sug- 
gest that his: Majesty’s Goveri- 
ment should ‘consider the’ de- 
sirnbility of entering. into negotia- 
tions with a British steamship: line 
for the institution of a fortnightly 
direct service ‘at the outset, with 
the object.in view of establishing 
a weekly service at. the. earliest 
possible date. |.

JUVENILE COURTS WANTED. 


Sir Shou-son Chow, President of 
the Society for the Protection of 
Children, took the chair at the first 
annual meeting’ held in the City 
Hall yesterday.

“ANARCHISTS. IN- 
PARIS. 


Man: Escapes While 
Grave Is Dug. 


The latest anti-Fascist crime in 
France, following tho arrest of two 
anarchists for a suspected plot to 
blow up the Italian Fascio in Parts, 
turns out to be of oven more im- 
portance than was at first supposed. 
Politica! murder was its object. 
The intended victim escaped with 
his life, but he is in a critical con- 
dition. : 

The criminals, whose names are 
known to the police, are members 
of a secret anti-Fascist organisa: 
tion, and their arrest is expected to 
unveil a close relationship with the 
Communist revolutinary movement. 

The object of the attack was a 
young Italian, called Carti, who 
went to Paris several months. ago 
to join. the Italian  anti-Fascist. 
For some reason not yet revealed 
Carti became suspect in the eyes of 
his’ companions, and they decided to 
murder him. Carti was invited 
to a villa, at  Sartrouville, a 
suburb of Paris, on the banks 


, | of the Seine, where two of the-anti- [- 


Fascist chiefs were living. 


Heated Discussion. 
_ There, after a heated discussion, 
he was driven into the corner ofa 
toom and shot. The state of tho 
room showed that a violent struggle 
had -taken place. There were also 
a number of empty bottles of wine, 
which might indicate that the people 
carrying’out the “execution” tried 
to make their victim talk. 

It is clear also that the murder 
was arranged in cold blood, as a 
amall water pump motor in a shed 
attached to the villa had been start- 
ed up to prevent the nolse of the 
shooting from being heard. The 
“execution” accomplished, . the 
criminals, assuming their man to 
be dead, left him lying while they 
went to.the garage to dig a gravo 
tor the body. re é 

While they were away, however, 
Carti revived, and, in spite of the 
wound in his head, managed to 
drag himself® out of the house, 
across the garden,’ and by a super: 
human effort to ‘hoist himself on to 
® wall, from which he dropped: on 
a.neighbouring-property,

a trail of blood enabled them ‘to}- 


reconstruct the shooting and the 
flight of the unfortunate Carti. 
The grave had already been dug 
and several sacks of lime prepared 
to place over the body, which show- 
ed that It was only on going to 
fetch it for burial that the men 
discovered the escape -of their 
victim. : 

A number of documents and pro- 
paganda literature . were found in 
the. villa, as well as several pass- 
.ports and a time machine of the 
type used for setting off bombs. 

This last discovery raises the 
possibility of some connection be-‘ 
tween the present outrage and the 
Anarchist plot revealed - recently. 
What may prove even more import- 
ant is the discovery at the villa of 
wireless sets both for recelving and 
for transmitting. ae

THE NEW GERMAN: 
AMBASSADOR. 
His Career as a 

. Politician. 
BARON VON NEURATH. 


When Baron Konstantin ‘von 


Neurath takes up office as German |" 


Ambassador to the Court .of St. 
James, England will make ‘the 
acquaintance of one of the most 
distinguished of Republican Ger- 
many’s diplomats and politicians. 
Fifty-seven yeara of age, Herr von 
Neurath was recalled from his post 
at Constantinople in 1917 to be- 
come chief of the King of Wurtom- 
berg’s Cabinet. The revolution in 
1918 found him still at his post, 
and it is among hia greatest 
pleasures to recall that he once 
personally intervened between his 
King and an angry mob in Stutt- 
gart, the capital of the little South 


| Gorman kingdom. 


It may as well be daid here that 
the revolution in Wurtemberg was 
not very terrifying, that the people 
loved their King and Queen dearly 
—the royal couple have not left 
their own borders to this day—and 
that, as ‘in mony other districts in 
South Germany, the Republic was 
proclaimed because the signal from 
Prussia could not be disobeyed 
without civil war. But the scenes 
of those days foreshadowed the 
skill which the Baron was 
to display later in | deal- 
ing with the Italian Socialists and 
the, beginnings -of the Tas- 
cist regime ao short time} 
afterwards in Italy. | He has 
been Ambassador in Rome since, 
1922, : 

Delicate Problems jn Italy. 

This typical South German aribe 
tocrat, as different in his easy man- 
nefs and charm of approach from 
the Prussian Junker or the Han- 
seatic patrician as can well be ima- 
gined, performed in Rome tasks 
nonrly as difficult, and requiring as 
much tact, as those required of 
Herr Sthamer In his earlier days in 
London. In‘ his dealings with 
Mussolini he nearly always had 
some form of postive success to his 
credit, even on such difficult sub-, 
jects as the sequestration of Ger« 


man property in South Tyrol, for |: 


which he-obtained as much aa 
eighty per cent, equivalent in cash. 
In various skirmishes where Ger- 
man tourists offended Fascist au- 
thority, and still more painful ones 
in which German journalists were 
required to leave the country at a 
moment's notice, his Intervention 
generally made for peace, provided 
the good faith of the ‘victim had 
satiafied exhausting research. 

Tho chief value of von Nourath’s 
work to Gremany lay however, In 
his negotiation of the trade treaty, 
of 1925, and the friendship and ‘ar. 
bitration treaty of 1926, These 
were by no means easy to: obtain. 
He leaves Italy infinitely. better 
frjends with Germany than - he 
found her. “A certain atmosphere 
of suspicion and irritation ‘has 
been almost completely eased. “The 
Ytalians have always found him 
sincere. A courtier to his finger- 
tips, albeit a loyal Republican, he 
does not suffer revolutionaries glad- 
ly. : Mae | ace

Man's attempt to liveidown the 
fact that he is the: dirtlest of 
animals has caused him to go to the 
opposite extreme, sald Dit Thurman 
B. Rico, professor of hygiene in the 
Indiana University School of Medi- 
cine. 

“We'scrub ourselves so clean that 
we remove the .olly--bacteria-laden 
layer which fa the natural covering 
for our bodies and-remove ourselves 
so ‘far from germs that when we 
accidentally come into contact ‘with 
them we have built up no resistance 
and fali easy victims to disease,” he 
sald. ; 

“We are continually warned to 
beware of body odour and to improve 
our looks and thoreby improve our 
health, but neither odour nor looks 
has anything to do with.hygieno, 
which is the actonce of -maintaln- 
ing health.” He cited Frederick 
the Great a3 an example of a person 
who, he said, was one of the world’s 
-most dynamic figures and lived to 
an extremely old age in spite of tho 
fact that he went for years without 
taking a bath. mr : 

“Byen toothbrushes and tooth- 
pastes are more to keep the teeth 
soclally acceptable than to prevent 
decay for, all reports to the contrary, 
clean teeth do decay,” he pointed 
out. “Animala often have perfect 
teeth ‘and none of them has ever 
used a brush or paste.”

It was only the sound of the 200 
brass bands who have brought 
their trombones, tubas and other 
weapons to the National Band 
Festival, writes an Evening News 
correspondent in mail: week. Ac- 
cording to the latest reports the 
foundations of the Crystal Palace 
are ‘still standing ‘the strain well, 
and it has not, been found neces- 
sary yet to grout the pillars. 

It was the biggest ;‘blow" of the 
year. 

Tho music was not the only big 
noise at the festival. Mr.. George 
Bernard Shaw arrived at noon, and 
listened to the test piece which Sir 
Edward Elgar has dedicated to 
him. 


Mr. Shaw, who has been accused” 


sometimes of blowing” his own 
trumpet, blelv Sir Edward's this 
time. “I am very proud of the fact 
that the greatest master of music 
in the world has dedicated this 
work to me,” he said. 

“Elgar is a master of stupendous 
tone without noise. He is a musi- 
cian who really knows how to use 
syncopation. “Many bands do not 
know the real meaning of the 
word.” 

Mr. Shaw paused. 

He listened to the sonorous 
melody of the piece “The Severn 
Suite.” Mr. Shaw, for several 
minutes, was silent.... 

A Gorgeous Array. 
_ Do not imagine that the 6,000 
brass bandsmen take thit battle 
lightly. Most of them had travel-

Hundreda of households wero 
awakened by the music of Wagner, |. 
played outside their windows. 

“Qompah!” sald the tubas. 

“Grump, grump,” sald the trqm- 
bones. 

Looking out of their windows, 
whole families saw the working- 
men musicians from Glaggow and 
Tredogar and Brynmawr and other 
homes of melody standing in 
circles and blowing for all they 
were’ worth. 

There is no other sight in thao 
pageant of London quite like the 
Crystal Palace on Brass’ Band day. 
All the bandsmen have to wear 
uniform, and the massed gold 
braid and peacock-coloured 
trousers would have made a Drury 
Lane producer turn green with 
envy. 

‘There were bands that looked 
like a collection of lion-tamers, and 
bands so gorgeous that they might 
have been mistaken for cinema 
commissionaires, and bands which 
were just like the nobility of the 
Austrian court in the palm days of 
the Empire: red bands, green 
bands,-—-blue bands . and purple 
bands. 

And mingling among “them. one 
heard snatches of talk like this: 

“Ay, tha knows, the tempo 
were too fast, so I sald to auld 
Joe...” 

“Look you, man, this trombone 
isa the best in the world, yes, in- 
deed. In Wales the trom. 
bones... .”
